Geologist Warns 
of Quake Threat

Predicting a possible nat- 
urad earthquake disaster' in 
Hie near future, a geologist 
from California Institute of 
Technology discussed earth­ 
quake ami flood possibilities 
and dangers in this area at 
a recent, meeting of the Los 
Angeles Area' rivil Defense 
Commission. .

Chairman Robert Kllis, 
head of the local group, re- 
ported that the' speaker 
warned of the Sen Andreas 
Fault, which is under high 
strain now, adding that "most 
anything could cause slip­ 
page whidi would result in 
something like the Tehachapi 
disaster."

In the Tor ranee area, the 
line is the Newport-Ingle- 
wood Kault. where there 
would, be a high percentage 
of property damage, drive to 
the high percentage of pop­ 
ulation, it was reported.

The geologist added, how­ 
ever, that because it is im­ 
possible to predict any parti­ 
cular point of damage, it is 
unwise to avoid building. For 
example, he cited one of the 
major junior colleges in San 
Rernardino County which is 
directly astride the San Ja- 
cinto Fault.

"The damage would be 
conceivably great, but it is 
not a thing which can be 
calculated in advance," he de­ 
clared.
